1913, was today held to be constitutional 
by the United States Supreme Court, 
according to a despatch received 
from 


Washington. D. C. The decision ends a 
long: fighr ;hat has bef;n made by the so- 
called "drugle-ss healers" to have the law 
modified or declared un'-onstitiitlonal. 


There is now no further recourse pos- 


sible in the courts, but it is understood 
that "drngloss practitioners" in Los An- 
geles, who curried the test case thiough 
state nnd federal courts. »r<? planning to 
initiate a proposed statute tha't would 
i-reate. a state board of examiners for 
"drugless healers." 


No opposition to the California Act of 


1913 was raised by Christian Science heal- 
ers, as a section of the act exempted the 
Christian Science practitioners from its 
operation, holding- that nothing in the act 
should prohibit the practice of religion or 
of "pravpr healing," 


The i.'iir-stian Scientists have watched 


the le.gal battle 
waeed over the act. 


however, with great interest, as it was 
this particular clause in the act which 
•was attacked by counsel for the chiro- 
practors, r.eiiropractors, neuropaths, oa- 
teopathists and other "drrugless healers" 
as being discriminatory. 


HELD MONOPOLY.

The act was drafted and passed in 1913 


at the request of the "dru?!ess healers." 
who contended that they should not be 
subject to ihe same kind of medical ex- 
amination by the state board of examin- 
ers as physicians and surgeons, as their 
methods of treatment were entirely dif- 
ferent. 
"The act provided a means of examin- 


ing these drugless healers." explained 
Dr. C. B. Pinkham of San Francisco 
secretary of the state board, today. 
"The 


framers of the act held that even drug- 
less healers should have some knowledge 
bf anatomy and physiology, and it -was 
provided that they should have the know- 
ledge and information required of students 
n'ter two years In the medical college. 
this being merely elementary informa- 
tion

They objected to 
being forced to know the elementary facts 
about physiology and anatomy, saying 
that that was not necessary"

The act was attacked in two injunction 


suits by P. !•• Crane, a Los Angeles chiro- 
practor, and Mrs. Kate P. McNaughtoti, 
a Los Angeles opthamologist. The suite 
courts uphold the California law. and the 
ca=e was carried to the United States Su- 
preme Cmirt. 
January S the Supreme, 


Court gave a decision affirming the re- 
fusal of the California courts to enjoin, 
the enforcement of the law. but did not 
pass directly upon the constitutionality 
of the law. 
The decision handed down

SUED IN LOS ANGELES. 


The act was attacked by L. L. Nickell 


and Robert J. .Burks, self-styled "faith 
healers."'in a case filed in Los Angeles 
In the United States district court March 
20, 191T. 
Three judges, sitting in the case, de- 


nied a restraining order against the State 
board of medical examiners and other of- 
ficials and as the case involved the con- 
stitutionality of the act it was appealed 
directly to the supreme court. 


In a previous case filed by P. L. Crane, 


a "drugless healer." the United States 
Supreme Court held the state had power 
to enact such regulations, licensing heal- 
er?, but did not pass on the constitution- 
ality of the particular provisions.
